Foreword. 

NEW  UNITS. 

Daring  1928,  four  Government  Travelling  Ophthalmic  Hospitals  Nos.  8,  9,  10  and  11 
as  well  as  an  Ophthalmic  Branch  at  Fikria  (Abu  Kerkas)  Government  Hospital,  were 
opened.  Early  in  the  beginning  of  1929,  an  Ophthalmic  Branch  ot  Aswan  General  Hospital 
and  a  large  Permanent  Ophthalmic  Hospital  at  Bod  El  Farag  (Cairo),  were  also  opened. 

The  number  of  Ophthalmic  Units  in  the  country  till  the  end  of  1928  reached  41  of  which 
27  are  permanent  and  14  travelling.  This  number  shows  an  increase  of  5  Ophthalmic  Units 
over  that  of  1927,  but  in  June  1929,  time  at  which  this  report  is  prepared,  the  number  of 
Ophthalmic  Units  reached  44  of  which  30  are  permanent  and  14  travelling. 

Another  Ophthalmic  Branch  has  also  been  established  at  Isna  Government  Hospital 

and  will  shortly  be  opened  for  treatment. 

CLINICAL  WORK.

BLINDNESS. 

37,408  or  9-3  per  cent  of  all  patients  examined  were  found  blind  in  one  or  both  eyes. 
This  percentage  is  less  than  that  of  1927  which  was  9*8  per  cent  and  it  is  satisfactory  to 

mention  that  it  is  gradually  falling  since  1919. 

The  pathological  causes  of  blindness  are  detailed  in  table  12  where  it  is  shown  that 
acute  ophthalmia^ form  about  79  per  cent  of  all  causes.  The  gonococcus  is  still  the  predo¬ 
minant  factor  of  infection  with  acute  ophthalmias,  its  percentage  to  total  of  microbes  being 

39  per  cent. 

AGE  OF  PATIENTS. 

Out  of  381,790  new  patients  treated  in  1928,-23,114  were  under  the  age  of  one  year  or 
6T  per  cent  and  121,431  from  one  to  fifteen  years  of  age  or  3P9  per  cent.  This  fact 
shows  that  the  mass  of  people  recognise  the  importance  of  seeking  ophthalmic  treatment 

for  infants  and  children. 


SCHOOL  CLINICS. 

Ophthalmic  examination,  inspection,  and  treatment  are,  at  present,  carried  out  at  30 
primary  Government  schools.  Delails  of  ophthalmic  work  in  schools  are  given  in  a  special 
section  at  the  end  of  this  report. 

12,346  pupils  were  examined,  of  whom  91  per  cent  were  found  to  be  suffering  from 
trachoma  in  its  various  stages.  More  than  21  per  cent  of  these  were  in  the  serious  stages 
of  the  disease  :  Trachoma  I  and  II,  Asa  result  of  Ophthalmic  treatment,  the  latter  percentage 

fell  to  6  per  cent, 


Pupils  of  other  23  primary  schools  and  kuttabs  belonging  to  the  Provincial  Councils  in 
Markazes  (Districts),  where  permanent  or  travelling  hospitals  exist,  received  ophthalmic 
treatment  at  hospitals. 

FINANCE. 

The  annual  cost  of  maintenance  during  the  financial  year  1927-1928,  including  the 
cost  of  administration  and  expense  of  ophthalmic  clinics  in  primary  schools  amounted  to 
L.E.  63,874  as  shown  in  the  detailed  tables  appended  to  this  report  which  are  significant 
of  proper  economical  management.  The  expense  per  day  for  the  out-patient  was  about 
14’4  mills.  The  in-patient  costs  in  addition  about  33  mills,  for  his  food. 

The  source  of  provision  for  all  ophthalmic  units  is  shown  in  table  22. 


ACCOMMODATION. 

The  number  of  beds  in  1927  was  610.  Ill  beds  were  added  to  this  number  in  1928 
of  which  88  beds  were  in  the  new  units  and  23  in  the  other  hospitals. 

POST-GRADUATE  COURSE  OF  OPHTHALMOLOGY. 

The  number  of  medical  officers  undergoing  post-graduate  teaching  in  ophthalmology 
was  12  during  April  1928  and  18  during  October. 

DIPLOMA  IN  OPHTHALMOLOGY. 

The  diploma  in  Ophthalmology  referred  to  in  last  year’s  report  (1927)  has  now  been 
sanctioned  as  one  of  the  diplomas  delivered  by  the  Egyptian  University. 

PROPAGANDA, 

Although  the  Ophthalmic  Hospitals  are  considered  to  be  an  important,  but  indirect, 
factor  of  propaganda  against  eye  diseases,  a  direct  means  of  propaganda  is  being  used  by 
the  projection,  throughout  the  country,  of  cinematographic  films,  illustrating  all  sorts  of 
eye  diseases,  their  methods  of  propagation,  prophylaxis  and  treatment. 


EL  ARISH  OPHTHALMIC  MISSION. 

Owing  to  the  prevalence  of  purulent  ophthalmia  among  inhabitants  of  El  Arish 
Governorate,  at  the  north  eastern  frontiers  of  Egypt,  an  ophthalmic  surgeon  was  detailed 
to  this  desert  area  for  about  two  months  which  expired  at  the  end  of  February  1928. 

It  is  worthy  of  mention  that  out  of  1,106  patients  treated,  there  were  only  677  or  61 
per  cent  suffering  from  trachoma  at  various  stages.
